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Tne date far the coming elections wis disenssed by the National Front in 
@ stormy session on 5 February 1947. 


The Comrunista, who hed previously favored 2 Kay, proposed that, sinee 
President Ceneas wante the cena situation completed before the aledinua are 
held, the date should be put off until 23 May. The Sociel Demerata 
acrasd, The National Socialists ani the People's Party Mlarad wp &t this 
proposal, and declared that, if the political parties of Czechoslovakia 
maliy wanted tha cops titution to be completed, an agreement on 1h esuld 
be reached in two weeks. 


The People’s Party delepates went on to demand that the police system, 
the radia and the press be elsaned up prior to the elections. The Nations? 
Sosiaiiete supported the People's Party in this derand, and pointed ont “te4 
sucrat polias, acenta provocateurs and Gestapo-Like technioves are hetine 
veed te bweak up the meetings of the noderate mrties. The Jatienal Social 
inte further proposed that a Ministerial investigating corrinaton be set ur 
to roport to the Government on such reforms in poliey as are rade, Altheach 
the “ocial Deneserata indiested a willingness to back this idea, the Corrunieth. 
turned 1% down Tlatiy. Aecordincly, - proposal for the formation of sich 2 
sormisaion will ba rade at tha remlar meeting of the Czechoslovak Cabinet. 
where a vote on tha idea will ba trkon., 


So far, no atreement on the election date has beon reached. Tha only nro 
gress to date has been & decision to cet up a narrowed Vational Poont sore 
posed of the chairman ani one menber from each nolitical party, vho wil 
discuss all difficolties hol®ing up the ormletion of the constitution.
